Paris, Oct. 10.—The Spanish commission- 
ers today received instructions from Madrid 
authorizing them to submit to the peace 
conference that the Spanish Cabinet, con- 
sidering that the demands to be formulated 
jn regard to the Philippines are contrary 
to the spirit and text of the protocol, will, 
if such demands are insisted upon by the 
United States, instruct General Blanco, 
whose army is now fully reprovisioned and 
supplied with arms and ammunition, and 
consists of veteran, acclimated troops, not 
to evacuate Havana and its defenses until 
the Philippine question is settled at the 

Paris conference in a conciliatory spirit and 
on the basis of the recognition of Spanish 
povereignty in the archipelago. 

Hope of European Aid. 

In other words, Sefior Sagasta wishes to 
make the evacuation of Havana a condition 
precedent to the solution of the Philippine 
question. Sagasta is fully aware that this 
step would virtually break off all further 
negotiations in Paris and would be replied 
to on the part of the United States by the 
dispatch of a United States fleet to attack 
the Spanish seacoast towns, which are now 
practically defenseless. But the Madrid 
Cabinet bases its present action on the be- 
lief that under the present circumstances 
the resumption of hostilities with offensive 

operations by a United States fleet in Euro- 
pean waters would meet with strong re- 
monstrances on the part of France, Ger- 


many, Russia, Austria, and Italy, and would |

| Diplomatic Scheme. 

This is Spain’s present diplomatic object, 
for it is believed in Madrid circles that such 
is the only means of retaining any vestige of 
Spanish sovereignty in the Philippines. 
Spanish diplomacy is convinced that its 
trump card is the threat to maintain Mar- 
shal Blanco’s troops at Havana, and this 
gard is now about to be played at the Paris 
conference. 

A strong hope prevails among the mili- 

tary advisers of the Spanish Cabinet that 
the American army, wishing to retrieve Its 
reputation, so seriously compromised by 
the breakdown of the staff, commissary, 
transportation, and medical departments 
during the last campaign, may now be in- 
“duced to undertake a combined land and 
Raval attack upon Havana, which Spanish 
engineering officers and General Cerro, a 
member of the Spanish Peace commission, 
Geclare to be impregnable. 

Spain Counts on Wall Street. 

It is certain that instructions were com- 
municated today to the Spanish commission- 


ers not to admit of the evacuation of Ha- 


Wana until the Philippine solution has been 
arrived at, but whether such instructions 
are intended as a “ bluff is known only to 


Sagasta himself. 


The Spanish commissioners agree with 
Sagasta in believing that the moment there 
is a prospect of renewing hostilities there 
will be a clamor from Wall street and other 
Centers for a surrender to Spain rather than 
another disturbance of business. 

I called on M. Delcasse, the French Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and asked him whether, 
in his opinion, France or any other conti- 
nental power was likely to assume a new 
attitude toward the United States should 
War be resumed. 

“I cannot speak for other European na- 
tions,” said he, “‘ but I can say that the policy 
ot France with respect to the United States 
and Spain has been so definitely marked out 
in the past and present that I can hardly 
conceive of any circumstances in which there 
Would be any change.

Spain's Desperate Position. 

Madrid, Oct. 10.—Sefior Sagasta is at last 
becoming reconciled to the eventual loss of 
the Philippines, although it is a most bitter 
disappointment to the Queen Regent and the 
Cabinet, for the secret hope had been cher- 
ished by the Premier that Spanish diplomacy 
might prevail upon France, Germany, and 


other powers to exert their influence to with-. 


draw the final settlement of the Philippine 
question from the Paris commission and 
refer it to an international conference in 
case the United States should insist upon 
anything more in the archipelago than a 
port and a coaling station. 

These hopes have now vanished, for it is 
stated on good authority that the French 
Foreign office, being sounded on the sub- 
ject, expressed most courteous and genuine 
sympathy, but declined to hold out a single 
word of promise or encouragement. 

It is now beginning to be realized in minis- 
terial circles here that the French govern- 
ment, aware of the intention of Spain ulti- 
mately to dispose of whatever can be saved 
from the Philippine wreck to the highest 
cash bidder, would rather see the whole 
archipelago annexed outright by the United 
States than have it remain a bone of con- 
tention, with the likelihood of its being some 
day transferred to Germany. Such, at 
least, is the present situation, subject, of 
course, to modifications when the American 
demands are actually known in detail. 

General Weyler, whose recent arrival here 
from the Balearic Islands causes considera- 
ble uneasiness in circles friendly to the 
dynasty, is believed to have at last made 
his choſce between the Carlists and the Re- 
publicans, and to have cast his lot with the 
latter. It is learned from sources that have 
hitherto proved trustworthy that Weyler is 
zealously working with a newly formed com- 
mittee whose sphere of activity is Portugal 
as well as Spain, and whose aim is to pro- 
claim after the signature of peace an Iberian 
republic uniting the whole peninsula, with 
Weyler as President.

Representations 
were made to the insurgent leader today 
with the result that the funeral was held in 
the manner and at the place proposed,

COUPLE OFF FOR EUROPE. 


Bride a Daughter of C. W. Pard- 
ridge — Parental Objec- 
tion Finally Over- 
come. 


UNITED IN A GREEK CHURCH. 


Prince Nicholas W. Engalitcheff, formerly 
of St. Petersburg, now of Chicago, and Mrs. 
Eva Clayton, daughter of Charles W. Par- 
dridge, the capitalist, 3200 Michigan avenue, 
were married at the orthodox Greek Church 
of St. Viadimir, 13 Center street, yesterday 
afternoon. Only the bride's father, mother, 
and sister, and Baron A. A. Schlippenbach, 
the Russian Consul, and Karl Buenz, the 
German Consul, were present. No invita- 
tions had been sent out. 

The marriage ceremony of the Greek 
Church was performed by the Rev. John 
Korchinoff, the pastor. 

The story of Prince Engalitcheff’s court- 
ship is full of romance. Five years ago the 
Prince came to America, and a few months 
later settled in Chicago. He took up bach- 
elor apartments at the Hotel Metropole, and 
through the medium of numerous letters of 
introduction from friends in Russia, he soon 
became a welcome visitor in the more fash- 
ionable homes on the South Side, among 
them being the home of Mr. Pardridge, 
where he met and fell in love with the eld- 
est daughter of the broker and capitalist. 
then Mrs. Samuel L. Clayton. According to 
friends of the family, it was a case of lave 
at sight on both sides. 

Three years before that time Miss Evelyn 
Pardridge had become the bride of Samuel 
Clayton, a wealthy Philadelphian, but had 
left her husband at end of a year and had 
returned to her father’s home with her child. 


Bride’s Parents Object. 


A few months ago Mrs. Clayton secured a 
divorce, and three times the engagement of 
the Prince to the pretty divorcee was an- 
nounced, to be each time denied by the fam- 
ily, At last, however, after months and 
months of waiting, it was decided to brave 
parental objection and be married. 

The family became aware of the intention, 
and after several conferences objection was 
withdrawn. | 

“We had no objection to the Prince at 
all,” said a member of the bride's family 
last evening: --We did, however, fear that 
she would be unhappy in her married life, 
for her first marriage had not been a happy 
one. As far as the Prince is concerned our 
family is thoroughly satisfied with him. He 
is of a splendid family, is handsome, honest, 
and genuine.

The prince and his bride left on an after- 
noon train for New York, from which city 
they are expected to sail for Europe in a few 
days. The honeymoon will continue for sev- 
eral months. 


Comes of Tartar Stock. 

Baron Schlippenbach discussed the young 
man and his family with a reporter for Tus 
TRIBUNE, saying the Prince comes from an 
old Tartar or Mongolian family and inherits 
his title as the eldest son of Prince Alex- 
ander Engalitcheff, who was a noted mili- 
tary man, having served in the Czar's body- 
guards. He was not a reigning Prince, but 
several generations back his ancestors were 
powerful rulers. 

Young Nicholas’ aunt married Lord White, 
formerly British Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, and his cousin, Colonel Engalitcheff, 
is now military attaché at Berlin. The 
young man has no estate, the Baron says, 
but in every other way is an aristocrat. 

Prince Engalitcheff is 30 years old. The 
elder Prince died while Nicholas was a child 
and his mother took him to London, Berlin, 
and Paris to be educated. 

Prince Nicholas speaks four languages 
fluently. He served several years in the 
guards as Lieutenant, resigning in 1892 to 
come with his mother to the World’s Fair. 
Once here, he decided toremain. He entered 
the insurance business and has made a good 
income in that line. He is a large man, of 
striking personal appearance, a blond, with 
a light mustache and light curly hair.

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IS FOUND LYING DEAD 
ON HIS WIFE’S GRAVE. 


Wound in His Temple and Patrolman's 
Revolver Tell Story of Suicide—Had 
Visited the Spot Daily for Five 
Months. | 


Policeman Axel I. Mikkelsen of the West 
North Avenue Police Station, committed 
suicide yesterday afternoon in Mount Olive 
Cemetery on the grave of his wife. Last 
evening his body was found in full uniform 
lying across the grave. A bullet wound was 
in his right temple, and his policeman’s re- 
volver was still clasped in his hand. The 
remains were taken to Lindquist’s undertak- 
ing establishment at May street and Grand 
avenues. 

Mrs. Mikkelsen has been dead five months, 
and since that time Mikkelsen had been a 
daily visitor to the cemetery, where her re- 
mains were interred. Although he had never 
told any of his fellow officers that he in- 
tended to take his life, Mikkelsen had been 
in low spirits and it was feared by his com- 
panions that he would lose his mind. 

Mikkelsen was 37 years old, and had been 
connected with the police department for 
nine years. He lived at 139 Fowler street, 
and his attachment for his wife was often 
talked of by the neighbors. Mikkelsen was 
married sixteen years ago, and was the 
father of five children, the oldest of whom 
is fifteen years of age. Saturday night Mik- 
kelsen was detailed at a dance at Scandia 
Hall, Milwaukee avenue and Huron street. 
On Sunday he did not report for work, and 
yesterday he was again absent from duty. 
When he was not present at roll call last. 
evening Lieutenant Jurs, who isin command 
of the station, sent a policeman to Mikkel- 
sen's home, and learned that he had left 
early in the morning and had not returned. 

Lieutenant Jurs knew the patrolman vis- 
ited the cemetery frequently and two patrol- 
men were detailed to search for him there. 
They found his body as toldin the foregoing. 

When Mikkelsen left home he bade all his 
children good-by and said that he would re- 
turn some time during the day. He told his 
housekeeper that he was not going to work 
until evening, but said he did not know 
when he would return. He left no note ex- 
plaining the cause of his act and nothing of 
value was found in his clothing.

CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW’S SPEECH. 


New York Orator Creates Laughter and 
Applause—Flooded with Tele- 


grams. 


Dr. Depew, speaking on The Next Gov- 
ernor of New York,’’ said in part: 

„ Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Hamilton Club: I recall vividly the visit of 
Serator Mason, Mr. Cody, and the inhab- 
itants of Chicago to my office. I made up 
my mind that if I could create a little di- 
version and get into another State, a feat 
well known to politicians, and play it suc- 
cessfully upon what I regarded as a young 
hayseed from the West, I would succeed in 
convincing him that I wanted to come, and 
at the same time I would not be put to the 
trouble of getting up a speech, 

I thought at the time that my failure was 
due to the veteran simplicity of Billy Mason. 
I told those gentlemen that I would meet 
them—this was on Thursday—on Friday 
morning at my office. As soon as they left 
I left also and took a train for Newport. 


Overwhelmed with Telegrams. 
„Next morning I received ten telegfams 
from the citizens of Chicago—from mer- 
chants of Chicago—whether merchants sent 
them—they were sent from the Imperial 


Hotel in New York—I don't know 
{laughter], but the Armours, and 
‘Fields, and everybody who is known, 
they all sent me _ telegrams. The 


next day was Saturday, and I received thir- 
ty-six telegrams from Kohlsaats and Me- 
Gills and Nixons. [Laughter.] 

Sunday morning the telegrams began 
to come every five minutes, and they were 
from people who were from watering places 
all over, and the boy finally who brought 
the tenth telegram—he had to go up a long 
distance on a wheel—saild: ‘Mr. Depew, 
there must be something dreadful the mat- 
ter.“ [Laughter.] 

Well, said I, my boy. I think I will stop 
this racket, and so I sent a telegram to 
Cody, ‘If you will call off the boys I will 
come to Chicago.“ [Laughter.] 

At seems to me that I ought to have been 
relieved and you ought to have been spared 
another speech from me. I not only spoke 
in the Auditorium today; bit Cody got a 
speech out of me at a breakfast at the Ham- 
ilton club this afternoon; and t I have 
ban doing nothing but distributing speeches 
by the wayside and planting them among 
farmers ever since I left home last Wednes- 
day. I think I have talked on every conceiv- 
able topic that would interest a human be- 
ing who can stand on his feet. 

“I was especially interested in the 
speeches here tonight, in that beautiful and 
pathetic oratiom of my friend, Colonel 
Turner. [Applause.] It impressed upon me 
that there in the glare and the brilliancy of 
battle there has not been a sufflelentztribute 
paid to those who did not have the oppor- 
tunity of mingling in the fight. Two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand men enlisted, all 
for the same purpose, all with the same mo- 
tive, all under the same flag; all marched: 
under the same gpneral commander, and the 
same credit is due to those who were ready 
to go. but did not have the opportunity as to 
those who went to the front and did have 
the opportunity to there display their valor 
and their patriotism.

Every one of the brave volunteers left 
home and business, every consideration of 
the heart and the head, and laid them down 
in order to go forth at the call of his coun- 
try, and is equally entitled to our meed of 
praise and our precious recollection.

‘Illinois Senator Describes Islands and 


Prophesies New Dominion for Ameri- 
ca in Pacific Ocean Commerce.

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of the

lam asked to say a word about the Ha- 
wallan Islands, because I suppose it is 
known to all that I nave just returned from 
there as one of the commissioners appointed 
by the President to visit the islands and rec- 
ommend to Congress such legislation con- 
cerning them as should be deemed necessary 
and proper. It can be readily understood, 
fellow-citizens, that it would be highly im- 
proper for me on this occasion, in advance of 
our report, to discuss the kind of legislation 
which we shal] recommend to Congress con- 
cerning these islands.

the islands I have named are „Oahu.

“The responsibility cannot be shirked or 
avoided. ‘We must and will do our part 
worthily and well. The time has passed 
when we can entirely employ the restless 
energy and enterprise of our people within 
our oon country. 

“Tt is t foreign trade and commerce ‘hat 
we must mainly look for further develop- 
ment. 2 1. impulse that brought us 
across thé Atlantie and overran this conti- 
nent . de stopped now that it has 
reached @ Pacific. Our military and 
economic situgtion demands that we take a 
commanding position in the Pacific Ocean. 

„We have annexed the Hawaiian Islands, 
We will dig the Nicaraguan Canal. We will 
lay a cable from San Francisco to Honolulu 
and Manila. We will retain Manila and 
Luzon, and probably the whole of the Phil- 
ippines. 

With this accomplished we will be ina 
position to exert the influence and power we 
are entitled to in the Pacific, and command 
our share of the trade with China and the 
East.

any fair man that the battleship Maine was 
destroyed by a submarine mine. The Span- 
ish government may not have ordered the 
act done, but by concealing and protecting 
the murderers it ratified the murder. 
Up to the instant of the tragedy we saw 
through a mist and heard dimly. God turned 
his full flame upon the scene, and by the light 
that night in Havana Bay, from our burning 
ship, we saw all the unspeakable cruélty, 
rapine, and fierce oppression of 400 years. 
The dying cries of our kindred bore with 
them the agony and aspirations of the Cuban 
people. That hour made Cuba free. ; 
Above the storm and mad passion ot the 
hour towered the President of the United 
Gtates. Calm amid universal excitement, 
seemingly passionless, with steady hand 
and mind as clear as daylight, he held the 
wheel and guided the ship.

by Lincoln and his armies in 1865; and it has 
taken its ‘place as a leader of the world’s | 
forces under McKinley in 1898. It accounts, 
and alone accounts, for the great place we 
occupy before mankind today. | 


Hamilton and Jefferson. | 
„ But in the public services of Hamilton 
were laid the foundations of these great 
things. In common with Jefferson, he hated 
any form of injustice that withheld from 
men the equal opportunities of life. In com- 
mon with Jefferson he put at stake his life 
that such injustice should cease. Love, not 
simply of mankind but of men as individual 
men, was the ruling passion of each. But 
after that their characters and their con- 
victions respecting government almost dia- 
metrically diverged. Both believed in popu- 
lar self-government, but Jefferson was a 
miser in his passion for withholding power 
from the constituted agencies of govern- 
ment, and especially of the national gov- 
ernment, while Hamilton favored a govern- 


liberal endowment of power. Jefferson was 
for democracy in its most primitive forms; 
Hamilton for a nationalism as wide as the 
confines of possible growth; as strong as 
the need of any hour required. The repub- 
licanism of Jefferson would have squandered 
‘all national vigor by scattering it to the 
widely separated localities; the republican- 
ism of Hamilton massed the national power 
where the hand of the nation in any emer- 
gency could readily seize and wield it. 

** Jefferson's was the republicanism of sus- 
picion and distrust; Hamilton’s was the 
republicanism of high confidence; he wel- 
comed and encouraged a rising national 
structure. However tommanding it became, 
he feared no storm from without nor con- 
vulsion from within. The ideals of Jeffer- 
son would have breeded perpetual disturb- 
ance and rebellion. Hamllton’s ideals have 
brought order and solidarity by keeping be- 
fore the eyes of the country great national 
ambitions, in whose bulk and inspiration 
the petty annoyances of the localities have 
been dissolved. The republicanism of Jef- | 
ferson was suited to a primitive people; that 
of Hamilton is adapted to a growing people, 
destined by Providence to take a hand in 
the affairs of mankind. —

From an isolated nation, living within it- 
self, seeking only the development of its 
Own resources and unknown in the politics 
and policies of other countries, we have 
become, by a series of victories which sur- 
pass the achievements on sea or on land of 
any period, a great world power.“ 

Dr. Depew then related a conversation 
with ex-President Harrison just after Cleve- 
land’s election, in which the former Presi- 
dent declared that unless the Democratic 
party surpassed the state of affairs at that 
time it must retire from power forever. 


Causes of the Hard Times. 


Continuing, Mr. Depew said: | 

It does not require much thought or eru- 
dition to discover the causes of the disasters 
of 1803, 1804, and 1895. The necessities of 
the civil war compelled the adoption of a 
high tariff to secure the requisite revenue. 
This policy so stimulated American industry 
and enterprise that Republican statesmen, 
who were in power in every branch of the 
government, felt that they should seize the 
opportunity to make the policy of the protec- 
tion of American industries, the poiicy of 
America for Americans, the policy of mak- 
ing our country independent of the world in 
all that is required for the necessities or 
luxuries of our people, the permanent policy 
of our government. Our revenue system 
under the leadership of John Sherman, Jus- 
tin S. Morrill, James A. Garfield, General 
Grant, and James G. Blaine was so adjusted 
to the support of the government and the de- 
velopment of manufactures that on theone 
hand the surplus of the revenues which 
flowed into the Treasury paid off two-thirds 
of the national debt.“ 
This stimulated all branches of trade and 


industry, Dr. Depew declared. 


Failure of Wilson Bill. 


„Then came the Democratic victory of 
1802, he continued. The Democratic the- 
orists who had been discussing for a genera- 
tion in an academic way from the chairs of 
political economy in colleges and by essays 
the problems of government, said: Now 
that we have the opportunity let us bring 
about the millennium at once by putting 
into practice our theories.’ Then came the 
chaos of financial suggestion and the Wilson 
tariff bill. This was a bill drawn, as far as 
practicable, on the lines of free trade, Its 
authors avowed that its purpose was simply 
to raise revenue, and neither directly nor in- 
directly to protect American industries. 
It was both a failure anda success. It fa:led 
to produce revenue enough to support the 
government, and succeeded in paralyzing 
the manufacturing interests of the country. 
The revenues under it were nearly $17,000,- 
% a year below the expenditures and snort 
of the necessities of the government. The 
President was compelled to issue about $262,- 
‘of bonds. The manufacturers 
and producers, after thirty years working 
under a protective tariff, could not adjust 
themselves to the new order of things. 
Hence the mills closed, the furnaces went out 
of blast. the factories shut down, and the 
purchasing power of the people was sudden- 
ly partially destroyed. This reacted back 
at once on agriculture. Wheat, and corn, 
and animals depreciated in value during the 
four years of Democratic rule to the extent 
of three theusand millions of dollars. The 
farmer who was in debt could not meet the 
interest upon his mortgage, and the farmer 
who was out of debt could hardly pay the 
running expenses of the farm.” 

{t was while in the midst of these troubles, 
Dr. Depew said, that the world witnessed an 
extraordinary sociological exhibition. The 
‘‘demonetizgation of silver and the crime of 


ocratic party is familiar with the dramatic 
meidents in its national eonventions, but 
the convention of 1896, which met in Chi- 
cago, was the most dramatic. 


Hysterical Platform of 96. 


Continuing, Mr. Depew said: 

The convention of 1896, which met in this 
city, had among its members many great 
men. But the convention reflected the pre- 
valling hysteria which had seized the party. 
Its platform was a hysterical platform. A 
young man of commanding presence and 
oratorical fervor brought the convention to 
its feet with a lurid metaphor, a metaphor 
of hysterics, and in such a convention the 
metaphor swept aside every statesman and 
every leader, and nominated its author for 
President of the United States, In the 
‘crown of silver and eross of gold’ we had 
in a moment the fruit of the genius, and the 
revolution which seemed imminent under 
the leadership of our friend, Colonel WIII- 
iam J. Bryan. The mistake of Colonel Bry- 
an was the mistake of all young men who 
have made a discovery or promulgated a 
theory, of attaching the theory to a fact to 
demonstrate its success, or their discovery 
to an argument to demonstrate its sound- 
ness. When Colonel Bryan hitched silver 
and wheat together as a team that always 
trotted finely in double harness he knocked 
the wind out of silver; when he stated &s 
an argument for ‘ sixteen to one’ that de- 


“The political atmosphere was cleared 


and the American mind of dreams by the 
election of William McKinley. The Amer- 
ican people are the most intelligent and 
venturesome business-men of any nation. 
They realized instantly after the election of 
a Republiean President that the protective,

There is no marvel of electrical invention 
or appliance which equals the effect which 
this confidence had on American industries. 

Mills started up, factories and furnaces. 
resumed their activity, the old mines were 

set working and new ones were opened, and:

year, while a similar result is found in the 
gold coming upon the markets of the world 
from fresh discoveries in Africa and Aus- 
tralia. The goldin the United States Treas- 
ury under the conditions produced by dis- 
trust of revenue and currency ran down to 
[ but today the amount is 6228. 000. 
, the largest sum which the Treasury has 
ever held. Our imports have decreased 
$148,000,000 since the inauguration. of a Re- 
publican President and our exports have in- 
creased $200,000,000. We thus have an in- 
crease of the balance of trade in our favor 
of $348,000,000, and the total debit of Europe 
to us is rapidly approaching $600,000,000 a 
year. This $148,000,000 decrease in imports 
during a period when we have been excep- 
tionally prosperous is the most significant 
‘tribute to the workings of the system of 
protection of American industries. It means 
that American manufacturers and American 
workmen are producing that vast amount 
more of fabrics which were formerly bought 
on the other side. It means that amount 
more of profitable employment for American 
labor. It means the nearer approach to the 
dream of that greatest, most creative, and 
farsighted of our statesmen—Alexander 
Hamilton—of the independence of our coun- 
try, for all that it requires, from the rest of

Doctrine of Expansion. 

Taking up the doctrine of expansion, Dr. 
Depew said: 

For over fifty years American statesmen 
grappled with but failed to solve the prob- 
lems of Cuba, Ha wall, and a canal through 
the Nicaraguan Isthmus. No statesman 
has ever doubted that, either possessed by 
us or under our protectorate, it would be 
an invaluable acquisition to our power and 
a protection in the command which we ought 
to have over the Caribbean Sea and the 
Gulf of Mexico. We have been serenely 
patient and self-content while this irritation 
within a hundred miles of our shores has 
grown more and more acute year by year. 
The irreconcilable divisions in Democratic 
Cabinets made action on the part of our 
government either for the acquisition of 
Hawali or for peace and humanity in Cuba 
absolutely impossible.“ 

Speaking of the wars since the Declara- 
tion of Independence, Dr. Depew said that 
every European contest had been for dy- 
nastic or territorial aggression, while ours 
had been for sentiment. 


Future of New Possessions. 

One of the most dramatic episodes im his- 
tory is the 100 days covering Napoleon's re- 
turn from Elba and ending with the battle 
of Waterloo,“ continued Dr. Depew. “In 
that campaign most of the results of the 
French revolution and the Struggle of Euro- 
pean peoples for liberty were wiped out. 
How different the 100 days of the American- 
Spanish war! At its close Cuba is free, Porto

Whether it continues independent under our 
protectorate or comes, ag I believe it 
will and must by the votes of its citizens, 


under our flag, instead of being a burden, it 


will mightily enrich our country and fur- 
nish a market for the surplus of our farms 
and our factories. Porto Rico also, with its 
splendid climate and rich soll, is destined to 
inyite from our country our people and our 
roducts. The responsibility of governing 
hese countries and the Philippines is great, 
but the policy of governing them by recog- 
nizing the manhood of their peoples has 
never been tried.’’ 
New National Markets Open. 

Dr. Depew called attention to the great 
markets opened up in the Philippines, Japan, 
and China by our Pacific possessions, and 
asserted that instead of sending their prod- 
ucts to Europe the Pacific coast and West- 
ern States would send them to the Orient. 
+ Sac the needs of transportation he 
said: 

It has been estimated by one of the most 
intelligent observers in our country that 
$3,000,000 a year would furnish the subsidy 
which would put upon the Pacific Ocean the 
steamships, built by private enterprise, to 
carry this vast merchandise from our shores 
to the opening Orient. The party of Grant 
and of Garfield, the party of Hayes and of 
Arthur and of Harrison, the party of the 
great man who now fills the Executive office, 
is the party to which is to be Intrusted the 
framing of the measures for our new.con- 
dition if we would succeed in opening the 
opportunities for the larger destiny of the 
United States. 

Trust the people’ is the principle of 
successful politics and good government. 
When it became necessary for the Cleveland 
administration to borrow money to carry 
on the government the President found the 
majority of his supporters determined to 
force the government on a silver basis: de- 
termined to hold up the Treasury until this 
concession could be secured. The result was 
an appeal te money centers and the control 
of syndicates. Our Republican_administra- 
tion had to borrow money to carry on the 
war with Spain. Its supporters were unan- 
imous in maintaining the national credit and 
paying the national obligations in the stand- | 
ard currency of the solvent governments of 


the world. The President asked the people 


for a loan of $200,000,000 at 3 per cent inter- 
est. No one was permitted to subscribe for 
over $5,000. The response was the most 
magnificent illustration of general confidence 
in the history of finance. 


Rise of National Credit. 


“Every holder of one of these bonds, to 
pay for which the man or woman has taken 
the savings of years of toil and self-denial! 
from the stocking or the savings bank, is 
for the gold standard and honest money. 
The national credit, rising on the returning 
tide of national confidence, has brought the 
price of these 3 per cents up to the figures 
at which three years before the 4 per eents 
were sold. | 

Republican initiative has rescued the 
government from the perils which beset it 
under Mr. Cleveland. It attachéd to the 
war revenue bill a provision by which the 
government can use its credit and make 
temporary loans at any time in the futire. 
This will prevent any madness of the hour 
which has a majority in either branch of 
‘Congress from using the necessities of the 
nation to puts its theories in practice. 

“Under the gold standard our currency 
has automatically ae itself to the 
needs of the country. It has been free from 
violent fluctuations. In 1800, with a sparse 
and scattered population and little internal 
trade, it was $4.90 per capita; in 1870 it was 
$20.57; in 1890 it was $22.82; and in 1898 it 
is $24.74, the normal increase always in- 
dicating and meeting the commercial de- 
mands of the country.

NOLAN TAKES A PRIZE. 


WINS THE TRANSYLVANIA STAKE AT 
THE LEXINGTON MEETING. 


— 

Dig Crowd Turns Out to See the Classe 
Event and the Betting Is Unusually 
Heavy — Willis- Foote, the Driver, 
Scores Another Notable Victory— 
Hubingers Make a Coup on the Re- 
sult of the Contest—Two Surprises 
at Hawthorne. 


Lexington, Ky., Oct. 10.—[{Special.]—Ten 
thousand people were at the track today to 
witness the classic Transylvania for the 
2:13 clas trotters for a purse of $5,000. 
This race is to the harness turf what the 
Derby is to the bangtails. More money 16 
annually bet on this race than on any other 
harness event. 

More than $100,000 went into the auction 
box before the horses came to the post, the 
larger part of this amount being bet on last 
Friday and Saturday evenings, the race 
being postponed until today on account of 
rain. The weather and track were good, 
while the race was a sharp contest. 

The five heats trotted averaged 2:08 7-10 
and are the fastest for consecutive heats 
oh record. Eagle Flanagan's first heat in 
2:07% is the fastest heat ever trotted in 
this race, beating the Monk's 2:08% made 
here a year ago by half a second. John 
Nolan, the winner of this purse, also won 
for his owners, the Hubingers, something 
like $15,000 out of the box. Money was 
wagered on the race in all ways. First the 
horses were sold out as follows: 


John Nolan, $250; Eagle Flanagan, $250; 
Bingen, $250; Grattan Boy, $30; Pelatus, 


$20; field, $25, with Caracalla, Dione, and 
Cat Glass in it. Nolan sold for $1,000 and 
the field $2,500, the Hubingers taking the 
Nolan end and Andy Welch the field end. 
Welch also made a number of bets of $700 
against $1,000 that Nolan would not be first 
or second. In pools in which Bingen and 
Hagle Flanagan were sold against the field 
the odds were nearly thesame. 


Foote’s Victorious Record. 


Willis Foote, the driver of John Nolan, 
won this race here last year with Rilma, 
and two years ago won second money in 
it with Governor Strong. His victory to- 
day with John Nolan was a great one, as 
he beat the best field of harness horses 
that ever faced a starter. 

The race was a hard one from start to 


finish and a mistake by Nolan in the sec- 
ond heat, in which he broke badly, came 


near costing him the race, as he just beat 


the flag. The story is best told by the way } 


the heats were trotted. 

In the opening round Little Dione cut out 
tee route to the three-quarters pole, with 
Ragle Flanagan lapped, Bingen following 
close by in third position, and Grattan Boy 
fourth.

MR. DEPEW’S SPEECH. 
Mr. Chauncey M. Depew has made many 

speeches in his time and many speeches in 
Chicago, but none more eloquent, more con- 
vincing, or more American than that,which 
he dellvefed yesterday afternoon at the 
Auditorium at the meeting of the Hamilton 
club, which marked the opening of the Re- 
publican campaign in the West. The 
speech in its entirety is a masterly defense 
of the Republican party and its principles. 
His topics were sound money, natidnal ex- 
pansion, and the protection of American in- 
dustries, the three great issues upon which 
the Republican party wil] go into the cam- 
paign this fall, 

Passing in rapid review the progress of 
the country and its change from industrial 
paralysis to industrial activity during the 
two years of Republican administration, the 
appreciation of values, the wiping out of. 
mortgage indebtedness, the strengthening 
of our markets, our entrance ſuto the mar- 
kets of the world, ‘the rise and defeat of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
movement, and the operation of protection, 
Mr. Depew came naturally tothe issues 
growing out of the war and aptly com- 
pared the hundred days’ war with Spain 
with the hundred days between Napoleon’s 
return from Elba and the battle of Water - 
loo, the latter restoring monarchical in- 
stitutions and the retrograde processes of 
Bourbonism, while the former have given 
freedom to oppressed peoples. At its close 
Cuba is free, Porto Rico is ours, the Amer- 
ican flag floats over the Ladrohes, two 
Spanish fleets have been destroyed and 
sunk with the loss of only two men, the 
Spanish power has Been broken and her 
hold upon the Wes@rn Hemisphere severed, 
while the guns of Dewey have given to us

Enormous Extent of Industries in 
America That Employ Electricity— 
Improvement in Machinery. 


A good deal of interesting information 
about the progress of electrical industries in 
this country is packed away in an article 
Written by Dr. A. E. Kennelly for the cur- 
rent Cassier’s. The doctor is the President 
of the American Institute of Electrical En- 
‘gineers, and it is a fair presumption that he 
is well qualified to talk on the subject. In- 
asmuch as the principal development of 
electrical engineering has been confined to 
the last fifteen years, and as there is now 
something like $1,900,000,000 (one billion 900 
million) invested in electrical applications 
in this country, the topic is a distinctly mod- 
ern one, and of commanding importance. 

Beginning with dynamos, Dr. Kennelly 
points out that at the time of the Philadel- 
phia Electrical Show in 1884 a machine that 
had an output of fifty kilowatts—a kilowatt 
is equivalent to about one anda third horse- 
power—was a big one. At the present time 
a generator having a capacity of ¢,600 Kilo- 
watts is being built. Compared with 1882, 
the cost of a dynamo today ns about one- 
téhth fer the same capacity. In regard to 
** efficiency it is to be observed that little 
improvement has been possible for fifteen 
years. The machines exhibited in Philadel- 
phia yielded in the form of electricity #2 per 
cent of the mechanical energy used to drive 
them, Such dynamos would be considered 
excellent machines at the present time, 
though an efficiency of 95 per cent is some- 
times attained. Owlng, however, to better 
design, ten watts can be got out of a dynamo 
for every pound of weight today, whereas in 
1884 only six watts were secured. 

In calculating the cost of generating elec- 
tricity, engineers start with the kilowatt for 
the period of an hour. Fifteen years ago 
the minimum cost was 7.5 cents per kilowatt- 
hour under the most favorable circum- 
stances. Now; for large electric railway 
systems, current is sometimes supplied for 
1.5 cents. The power from Niagara is sold 
in Buffalo tor from 2 cents to two-thirds of 
a cent, according to the amount consumed. 

Incandescent lamps cost about $1 fifteen 

years ago, but can now be had for 18 cents. 
The quality of the lamp has been müch im- 
proved, too, in the meantime. Arc lights 
were already almost perfect in 1884, but 
the cost of the carbons hag been reduced to 
one-third of what is was then, and the in- 
closed are,“ by prolonging the life of the 
pencils from eight to ten hours te 100 or 150, 
still further promotes economy. Up to the 
present time not far from $600,000,000 has 
been invested in electric lighting enterprises 
in the United States. 
Storage batteries were in use in 1884 to 
some extent, but at that time it was possi- 
ble to put in a maximum charge of only 3.4 
watt-hours to a pound of plates, and even 
then only 69 per cent of the charge could be 
drawn off before renewal became necessary. 
Now a yield of from 5 to 6 watt-hours per 
pound can be had, and the efficiency has 
been increased to 85 per cent. 

Less than eleven years have elapsed since 
the first successful trolley road was put in 
operation, and now there are about fourteen 
thousand miles of track on which electric 
traction is employed. Small motors were 
used at first, but now there are electrie en- 
gines of 1,500 horse-power. A few years 
ago only five watts could bé extracted from 
a street railway motor per pound, while at 
present the yield is about fourteen watts.

But in Cuba they wert 
accustomed to bringing the fruit down from 
the trees in the quickest way known to the 
science of indolence, either by shaking the 
tree until the fruit fell or knocking it dow, 
with a pole, The fruit is bruised in either 
case, and in one case it receives double pyp. 
ishment, first from the rap it gets from the 
pole, and, second, by the force of the fall 
But this was only the beginning. The nent 
thing was to transport the fruit to thecity, 
and this was done by the Cuban lightning 
express, or, in other words, on the backof 
amule. The fruit was packed in sacks, which 
were slung on either side of the saddle, ang 
on the long trip the fruit got the most beguti- 
ful banging and jolting that the combination 
of bad roads and a jolting mule could 
produce. When the mule’s journey was dyer 
the drivers dumped the fruit sacks im the 
spot most convenient to their laziness, ons 
on top of the other, to receive more 
The fruit was then packed into casks for 
shipment to the American ports. No trouble 
was ever taken to see that the sacks wers 
near the casks. If they happened to be fang 
there from the mule’s back, all well and 
good, but, as was usually the case, if the 
sack was a little distant from the cask the 
most natural way, from a Cuban point of 
view, was to throw it into the barrel This 
saved trouble and provided amusement for 
the packers. Fruit like the ‘pineapple and 
the orange does not readily adapt itself to 
the space provided by the interior of a 
barrel, and it usually happens that the id 
does not fit on easily.

Parnellite vention in Dublin Adopts 
a Resolution. Opposing an Alliance 
Retween Great Britain and the United 

for Home Rule. 


Dublin, t. 10.—The Parnellite conven- 
tion was o ed here today. John E. Red-

The following is the text of the resolution 
denouncing the proposal of an Anglo-Amer!- 
can alliance: 

“This convention denounces the project. 
ot an alliance between Great Britain and 
the United, States as a selfish attempt on 
the part of England to drag the American 
people to its aid in its struggles with the 
powers of Burope, among which it now 
stands, by reason of its bad faith, absolutely 
isolated 
t Consequently, as friends of America, we, 
the members of this convention, hope that 
the republic will not allow itself to be em- 
broiled in European squabbles, from which, 
however these may result, it cannot derive 
any corresponding advantage for American 
interests.“ 

Glasgow, Oct. 10.—John. Dillon, anti-Par- 
nellite member of Parliament for East Mayo, 
at a banquet given here this evening in his 
honor made a practical bid for the reunion 
of the sections of the Irish party. He said 
he wished that a conference of ten repre- 
sentative Irishmen, half nominated by John 
Redmond and the other half by himself, 
could meet and draft a scheme to reconcile 
the differences among the Irish Nationalists, 
the scheme then to be submitted to the lead- 
ing Irishmen of the country at a convention. 

Mr. Dillon said he would be willing to en- 
ter such a conference on the basis of abso- 
lute independence of all the English parties, 
and declared himself convinced that there 
were no real, substantial differences to pre- 
vent the codperation of all Nationalist mem- 
bers of Parliament in support of the Glad- 
stonian policy of home rule. 

Paris, Oct. 10.—The Evenment today pub- 
lishes the substance of an interview with 
Mr. Chamberlain, British Secretary of State 
for the Colonies,- who is now in America, in 
which the Englishman is quoted as saying 
he considers the United States, owing to the 
recent war, to be in the same position as 
Great Britain in Egypt. 

He said that the United States had the 
same imperative duty to keep the Philippine 
Islands. Mr. Chamberlain added: 

The moment has arrived for the United 
States to prepare for an extenson of its ter- 
ritory, and in order to realize this ideal she 
will not refuse Great Britain‘s support.

The ugliest scandal the Civil Service com- 

mission has had to face yet came to light 
yesterday, when President Lindblom discov- 
ered that during his absence in Europe Com- 
missioners Carroll and ‘Ludwig had held ex- 
aminations for laborers without advertising 
them, and consequently: only the favored ap- 
plicants to whom the tip had been given 
were able to appear and take them. 
. The civil service law is explicit on the sub- 
ject, and provides, in section 7, that 
every examination held by the commis- 
sion must be advertised for two weeks in 
some newspaper, 

President Lindblom was surprised when he 
found out that on Aug, 29 last and at sever- 
al succeeding dates examinations for labor- 
ers had been held whith never had been ad- 
vertised, and some 38 applicants, who 
learned of them, had ‘taken them, all pass- 
an average of 100. 

President Lindblom brought the matter up 
at the meeting of the commission in the att. 
ernoon. He moved that the examinations be 
declared void, and the names of the men 


taking it stricken off the eligible list, because 


the examination never had been advertised. 
Commissioners Carrali and Ludwig assert- 
ed that the rules governing the examination 
of laborers had been fhanged so as to do 
away with the examiniution by physicians, 
and asserted that the advertisement of this 
change in rules meant the commission could 
hold continuous examihations for laborers 
without any further anhouncement. Presi- 
dent Lindblom showed that the section was 
a part of the law, and could not be changed 
by the commisstoners It was agreed to 
refer the matter to Corporation Counsel 
Thornton for an opinion, and the names of 
the eligibles taking thé Secret examinations 
were taken off the lists: ae 
When the story was'told to Mayor Harri- 
son he said: If the commission held ex- 
sang ertising them they

INCREASE IN TYPHOID DEATHS. 


Dr. Reynolds Thinks the Growth of the 
Disease Is Due to Infected 
Milk. 


Except for the increase of typhoid fever, 
the public health conditions, as indicated 
by the number of deaths recorded, show 
an improvement, there having been twen- 
ty-nine less déaths last week than during 
the week previous. 

The ratio of typhoid deaths to the deaths 
from all other acute intestinal diseases is 
unusually large. This inertase has been 
marked sinte the close of August. Up to 
the first of September the ratio had been 
25 per cent, but from that date to Oct 8 
there had been 867 deaths from the acute 
intestinal diseases and 122 from typhoid 
fever, a ratio of 331-3 per cent. The deaths 
last week were thirty-three and twenty- 
three respectively, or 41 per cent of typhoid 
deaths. . 

In the absence of the other obvious cause 
the Health Commissioner, Dr. Reynolds, 
thinks the conditions point to typhoid in- 
fected milk, as indicated in his circular 
letter to milk producers and shippers. 
Since that circular was issued.and up to 
the close of last week, reports of the ex- 
istence of typhoid fever have been received 
from thirty-one localities in Illinois, thirty 


‘in Indiana, and seventeen in Wisconsin, 


covering the area of the Chicago milk sup- 
ply. The fear of a widespread epidemic, 
due largely to the return of afflicted soldiers, 
seems to be unfortunately only too well 
founded. Dr. Reynolds earnestly requests 
physicians who are treating typhoid fever 
cases and families generally as well to fur- 


‘nish the department with the names of the 


milk dealers who supply milk from which 
infection may come, to the end that. the 
character of the supply may be investi- 
gated and infected milk be prohibited from 
sale and use. |

Mrs. Weeks Says the Kind 
Teachers Need Not Hesitate in 
Giving Assistance. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 10.—[Special.]—Today 
was a busy one in the annals of the National 
Mothers’ Congress.

Western freight affairs are in bad shape. 
Business is keeping up well, but the rates 
are completely demoralized 

The executive officers of the Western 
Trunk Line committee had an animated 
session last Friday and Saturday trying to 
secure the enforcement of the new pooling 
Agreement, but they finally gave it up as 
a bad job. Two.of the leading association 
lines, it is stated, were heavily fined by the 
Board of Commissioners for cutting rates 
zn violation of the agreement, but they re- 
fuse to pay the fines. 

An attempt was made to lay the blame 
for the rate cutting upon the Chicago Great 
Western, but it was shown that this road 
had carried scarcely any business from 
Kansas City to Chicago. The Chicago Great 
Western refused to attend the meeting on 
the ground that the big roads were manipu- 
lating the rates go that it could not get a 
fair share of the business, and for this 
reason had determined to meet the cut 
rates of competing roads with open tariffs. 

The defection of the Chicago Great West- 
ern road, however, would not be serious, it 
is claimed, if the leading Kansas City- 
Chicago roads were acting squarely. State- 
ments were submitted showing that the 
roads which had no extensions west of the 
Missouri River managed to secure the bulk 
of the east-bound business from Kansas 


City. 
Disproved by Facts. 

The Santa Fé, for instance, brought into 
Kansas City from transmissouri points dur- 
ing September 4,817 cars of live stock. and 
took out of Kansas City east-bound enly 380 

- Cars of live stock and packing-house prod- 
ucts: The Rock Island carried into Kansas 
City from the West 1,362 cars and only took 
out for the East 241 cars. The Missouri 
Pacific, which brought into Kansas City 
2.052 cars, only took out 284 cars of live stock 
and packing-house product. | 
On the other hand, it was shown that dur- 
ing September the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
brought into Kansas City only 138 cars of 
live stock and took out 968 cars of live stock 
and packing-house product. The Bufling- 
ton brought into Kansas City 636 cars and 
took out 734 cars. The Alton took in only 
77 cars and took out cars, and the Wa- 
bash carried into Kansas City only 49 cars 
of live stock and took out 1,032 cars. 

It will be noticed that the Wabash, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul, and Alton roads, none of 
which have extensions west of the river and 
carried into Kansas City during September 
less than 2 per cent of the live stock, took 
“out of Kansas City 52.27 per cent of the live 
stock, while the Santa Fé, Rock Island, and 
Missouri Pacific roads carried into Kansas 
City 68.15 per cent of live stock and took aut 
only 13.77 per cent. 

Unless the roads which have carried so 
much more than their share of business 
under the pooling agreement turn enough 
freight over to the roads which have been 
left out in the cold to even up percentages

MAY SUE THE TEMPLARS. 


MONTJOIE KNIGHTS AT ODDS WITH A 
PITTSBURG HOSTELRY. 


Conclave Is Well Under Way, Although 
the Business Sessions Are Not Sched- 
uled to Begin Until Tomorrow—Rep- 
resentatives from Almost Every 
State Are Already Present, and Al- 
though Others Are to 8 the *

Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 10.—[ Special. ]}—Offi- 
cers of Montjoie Commandry, Knights 
Templars of Chicago, may have a legal bat- 
tle on their hands as @ result of their 
eleventh hour decision not to come to the 
Pittsburg conclave. Today the management 
of the Lincoln Hotel consulted Pittsburg at- 
torneys, and may enter sult against the Chi- 
cago people for alleged breaking of their 
contract. 

T. B. Moreland, a liveryman, says he has a 
contract with the officers of the command- 
ery for the use of twenty-five horses during 
the parade. He was put to some expense to 
get the proper animals, he says, and must be 
recompensed for his trouble. 

According to the officers of St. Bernard 

Commandery, the trouble was over the rates 
demanded by the hotel. When the commit- 
tees from St. Bernard, Montjoie, and Chevai- 
ler Bayatd Commanderies came to Pitts- 
burg to engage rooms for the conclave, the 
Lincoln management wanted to charge them 
$4 per day for sleeping quarters. Later this 
rate was reduced to $3. 
This did not 'mean a room for each man or 
two men, but as many persons as could be 
crowded into a room. On the basis of thir- 
ty-five people coming from Montjoie, the 
hotel manager intended, it is averred, to 
crowd the commandery into six rooms. 
The Chicago people refused to stand this, it 
is said, and after several days’ communica- 
tion with the hotel management, they wired 
that they would not be here, and to give the 
— to any commandery that might want 
them. 


Knight Take the Town. 


Knights Templar from almost every State 
in the union swept into Pittsburg today and 
literally took possession of the town. They 
jammed the hotels, filled all the public build- 
ings to overflowing, and made walking on 
the pavements of down-town streets almost 
impossible. Pittsburg never had such a 
crowd, Tomorrow, the day of the parade, 
it will be worse. At dinner time this even- 
ing the crowds made such an onslaught on 
cafés and hotels that policemen had to be 
stationed at the doors of eating-houses to 
keep people out. The crowd was so great 
that many people went hungry. 

At the general headquarters it was stated 
that between 125 and 150 commanderies had 
arrived during the day. This evening spe- 
cial trains were still coming, and it was 
stated that thousands more Knights would 
arrive during the night. Many command- 
eries arc not due until tomorrow mo. ning. 
Western people were seen everywhere. The 
first commandery to arrive after the early 
morning trafns was Englewood Command- 
ery No. 59 of Chicago. It came in at 7:40, 
and the members were met by a committee 
from Allegheny No. 35. There were thirty 
Knights and fourteen women in the party. 
Wisconsin Commandery No. 1 acted as es- 
cort for the Grand Commander of Wisconsin, 
Charles D. Rodgers. It reached Pittsburg 
about 7:45.

BRIDGE CONTRACT IS ILLEGAL. 


Judge Payne Enjoins Sanitaty District 
from Carrying Out Agreement 
with the Scherzer Company. 


Judge Payne yesterday tendered a decision 
in favor of the complainant in ‘the case of 
George P. Lee vs. the Sanitary District and 
the Scherzer Rolling Lift Bridge company, | 
enjoining the district from carrying out the 
contract made with the Scherzer company 
for the construction of the eight-track rail- 
road bridge across the drainage channel on 
Campbell avenue, near Thirty-first street, 
for the use of the Pan-Handle, the Chicago 
Terminal, and the Union Stock-Yards lines. 
George P. Lee files his bill on behalf of 
himself and all the taxpayers of the district. 
The Sanitary District entered into a con- 
tract with these railroad companies to con- 
struct a bridge at its own expense upon pians 
to be approved by the three railroad compa- 
nies, the latter to maintain and pyerete the 
bridge after construction. 

The Sanitary District purchased the option 
to acquire the designs and plans for such a 
bridge submitted by the Scherzer company 
and Engineer C. L. Strobel respectively. 
Both were approved by the three railroad 
companies. 

The Scherzer company and C. IL. Strobel 
put in bids for the construction of the bridge. 

The Chief Engineer of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict reported that the cost of the bridge on 
the design of the Scherzer company eventu- 
ally would be about $915,000, while the cost 
of the Strobel bridge would be about $020,- | 
000, but the contract was let to the tormer. 

Judge Payne’s decision is mainly based 
upon the methods employed in inviting bids. 
He held that the Sanitary Distric( should 
first have selected one of the various de- 
signs; that there must be a common basis for 
all the bids; that unless the design was se- 
lected in advance the terms and conditions 
were necesearily incomplete, and upon that 
ground the letting of the contract was illegal 
and invalid. 

The case will be appealed to the Supreme 
Court by the Sanitary board.

A public test was made yesterday after- | 
poon of the new spiral metallic fire escape 
which the Board of Education is thinking of 


‘adopting for the sixteen “one stairway ” 


schools of the city. The test was made at 
the Hancock School, Princeton avenue and 
Swan street, in the presence of several mem- 
ders of the Board of Education and Archi- 


tect Patton. 
Three hundred children, boys and girls, 


‘were sent through the chute in the space 


of six minutes. Several of the teachers, 
us well as Architect Patton and two big, 
good-natured policemen, also took the slid 
and seeemed to enjoy the descent as muc! 
as the youngsters. | 
The new fire escape is cylindrical in form 
six feet in diameter, and built entirely of 
‘sheet steel. The chute, which is entered at 
the various floors by means of large double 
doors, is perfectly smooth inside and so

a uniform speed. In the center of the escape 
is a heavy three-inch standpipe, around 
which is the spiral chute. On entering the 
escape each child simply sat down and in 
a few seconds was in the hands of the fite- 
men and policemen at the bottom. No acci- 
dent occurred and the children thought it 
great sport, For over an hour there was a 
constant stream of youngsters sliding 
through fhe chute. Architect Patton made 
the deséent to see how the device worked 
and d he was thoroughly satisfied with its 
merit 
Thejescape is at the end of the main halls, 
is equipped with hose attachments, and an 
iron fadder is erected on the side for the use 
of firemen. 
At the suggestion of Lieutenant Bogan of 


Engine company No. 50, who represented 


the City Fire department. at the test, the 
teachers assembled-300 children on the sec- 
ond and third floors. At a given signal the 
first child jumped into the chute, and it was 
scarcely six minutes before the entire regi- 
ment of youngsters was safe on the ground, 
all clamoring to be allowed to try it again. 
Trustee B. F. Rogers of the School board 
said the escape device was expensive, but 
considered it the most practical and safe of 
any yet tested. Trustees C. R. Walleck and 
A, O. Sexton of the Committee on Buildings 
and Grounds expressed themselves as in 
favor of the new escape. For two years 
there has been a similar fire escape on the 
Cook County Hospital. 


DOWNEY TAKES UP THE CUDGEL. 


School Trustee Says Architect Patton 
9 Must Prove His Charges or 
Lose His Position. 


Trustee Joseph Downey, who has just re- 
turned from the East, where he went to wit- 
ness the launching of the battleship Illinois, 
has taken up again the cudgel against Archi- 
tect Normand S. Patton. In an interview 
yesterday Mr. Downey said: 

Mr. Pattoh has assailed my business repu- 
tation, not in a heated discussion, but in a 
deliberate manner, and he must either prove 
his charges or be thrown out of his position 
as architect of the Board of Education, or I 
will find some other way to employ my time. 
Mr. Patton cannot injure my reputation 
in Chicago, but still I owe it to my 
friends to demand that he prove his state- 
ments or stand before the public in the light 
of having made false charges.“ 

Mr. Downey stated that he is willing to 
present Mr. Patton with a certified check 
for $5,000 if the architect can prove that he 
Owns stock in any brick or stone com- 
pany, and that he is prepared to make certain 
charges against Architect Patton, but has 
not yet decided whether to press them at 
present or not. 

* Bither Mr. Downey or I will have to sever 
connection with the School board,“ said 
Architect Patton. I/ never said or inti- 
mated that Mr. Downey was financially in- 

terested in any brick or stone concern. Iam 
willing to stand by my letter, every 8 5 
of it.“
